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Old Waterloo Span Doomed to Demolition 


WILL BUILD 
NEW BRIDGE 
OVER THAMES 


Decision of London County 
Council Ends Seven 
Years’ Controversy

LONDON, Feb, 17.—Old Waterloo 
bridge, still one of the finest struc- 
tures of its kind in Europe, is doom- 
ed to demolition, The London 
coun'y council has voted to de- 
molish the bridge and erect a new 
one nearby. 

The decision marked the end of 
seven years of controversy, complicat- 
ed by the fact that expert opinion wa: 
divided on the feasibility of its pres- 
ervation 

For more than a century Waterloo 
bridge has gracefully spanned the 
Thames. Bu. it is apparent even to 
casual observers that it is very slowly 
sinking. It is the oldest bridge now 
standing within London, and is the 
work of John Rennie. A mass.ve stone 
structure of nine arches, carrying a 
level roadway, Waterloo bridge was 
opened in 1817, and ts capital cost 
was £522,000, more than ‘hat of any 
other imporvant.t London bridge. 


CANADA WILL 
SUPPLY WORLD 


WITH RADIUM 


Bear Lake Area Most Im-| 
portant Mineral Dis- | 
covery in Years

NEW YORK, N.Y., Feb. 17.—North- 
ern Canada will give to the world 
within the next two or three years so 
large a supply of radium as to ma- 
terially decrease its price and give 
small quantities of it to many medical 
institutions which now cannot get it 
at all, Hugh S. Spence, of the Cana- 
dian department of mines, said here | 
today following an address he deliv- 
ered before the American Institute of 
mining and metallurgical engineers. 

His address gave details of recent 
discoveries of pitchblende, the uranin-| 
ite ore from which radium is derived, | 
in the region of Great Bear Lake, 12,-| 
000 square miles in extent, near the! 
Arctic Circle. | 

Eight hundred miles from the 
nearest rail head, Great Bear Lake is 
being reached principally, he said, by 
prospectors and mining men from six 
well-backed Canadian mining com- 
panics who go in by aeroplane. A few 
smaller companies are also prospecting, 
he said, but although large deposits of 
gold and silver had been found with 
the pitchblende, there would be no 
“gold-ruch” or “radium-rush” in the 
old- time sense. 

“It is too big a propocition for in- 
dividuals,” he said, “with trips to the 
region by air costing $2,000 and the 
mining of the ores entailing great 
mechanical and transporting difficul- 
jes,” 

The companies on the spot brought 
out thirty ton; of pitchbiende jast 
year, he said, and much more might 
be expected with the development cf 
the Great Bear river waterway, and 
probably the building of a trucking 
road aorund the rapids. ‘There is no 
yefinery in the region now to obtain 
the radium, he said, but predicted 
there would be one soon. 
1S IMPORTANT FIND 

“This is the most important min- 
eral discovery in many years,” he said. 
“Two veins have been proved over a 
combined length of 2,000 feet, and 
pitchblende has been found at several | 


points over a distance of two mies. |

ADVANCE REACTIONS 


The city council of Lethbridge went on 
record as opposed to a provincial 
tax. The city council of Medicine Hat en- 
dorsed the protest. The city council of 
Calgary did likewise. 

The ground of objection is that if an 
income tax were applied for the benefit of 
the provincial treasury the cities would be 
deprived of the right to levy a service tax, 
which they now possess and the proceeds 
of which they cannot afford to part with 

But in the discussions at the council 
meetings another cause for protest was 
disclosed. Rightly or wrongly, there was 
a feeling among the aldermen that any 
provincial income tax scheme would be 
framed to hit the town man and miss the 
farmer. 

The inference from all this is that the 
sooner the Government brings down the 
income tax bill, if one is to be brought 
down, the better. At present everyone is 
in the dark as to what may be in contem- 
plation, save for advance and unofficial 
representations which may or may not be 
near the mark. The discussion being on, 
and waxing warm, it would be better to 
let the public know at once what it is all 
about. 

There is no possibility that income tax 
properly framed to bring in a considerable 
amount of revenue would be popular, or 
anything but positively unpopular, since 
that kind of tax would have to hit the 
man with an ordinary income, no matter 
where he lives or what he does for a liv- 
ing. If that is not the kind of a tax in- 
tended, if any is intended, a good deal of 
town-country animosity is being stirred up 
to no good purpose.

That is a very substantia! sum of 
money. But it represents less than 10 per 
cent of last year’s estimates. As retrench- 
ment has been proclaimed the watchword, 
and exemplified in a ten per cent cut of 
civil servants’ salaries, it is to be supposed 
that the spending program has been blue- 
pencilled with a free hand, That it has 
not been found practicable to eliminate 
ten per cent of the sum appropriated last 

ar illustrates the narrow margin within 
which retrenchment is really possible, Debt 
allowances, pensions, public works unde: 
contracts, and other non-reducible items 
make up the largest part of the program. 


. 


The controllable expenditure is compara- 
tively small. 

Very heavy reductions are made in 
the appropriations for the betterment of 
agriculture and for public works con- 
struction, Those are precisely the head- 
ings under which reduction is least to be 
desired in the present circumstances. The 
farmers of Canada need all the help that 
can be given them in the improvement of 
their methods and products, if they are to 
be able to make a profit in these days of 
depressed prices and slack demand. And 
the construction of public works is the 
most profitable way in which to provide 
relief for unemployed men. It is to be as- 
sumed the heavy reductions are made in 
these departments because thexe are the 
departments where reduction is possible. 
Necessity is the accepted law, and re- 
trenchment must be applied where the 
Government has the broadest option as to 
Spending or not spending. If the value of 
the services and the reaction upon general 
conditions have been taken duly into ac- 
count, expenditure in other directions 
must be down to the irreducible minimum 
to warrant the cuts in these departments. 

All these considerations of course will 
go by the board if at the end of the session, 
as was done a year ago, the Government 
demands and is given a blank cheque to 
spend any amount that may seem to be re- 
quired to meet the emergent conditions. 
As the emergency is still here it is entirely 
possible that that emergency expedient 
will be again employed. In which case the 
estimates will become nothing more than 
guesses at the actual] expenditure.
